Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: prior art of record fully anticipates all the 
limitatations presented in that the input signal may contain both voice and dtmf signal, and the analyzing unit determines which section of 
the input signal belongs to voice and dtmf and forward them to respective unit for recognition/matching. Since the voice section and the 
dtmf section belong to a particular instant of the input signal, the input signal is said to match against both voice model and dtmf model.
